WAsirmoi'ON, Jan. 10.— The Eavailan 
oorrespondenoe made public yesterday was 
laid before tho houao to-day and referred to 
the committee on foreign afTi^ira for report, 
upon the recommendation of the president 
that the reqn^ii of the^ Hawaiian govern- 
ment tq be psrmltlsd to lease NeoI^Br island 
to a Br tiah submarine oabIe|Co. be favorably 
ttotod upon by oongreas. 

Tho oorreapondonoo between tho Hawai- 
ian and Brttiah negotiators negatives tho ex- 
iatonoe on tho part of Howail of any auspio- 
ion of British nnfriendlineiia or fear 
of Britieh aggression. The attention 
of oon(>roa8 ia directed to the fol- 
lowing statement contained In a oom- 
municition addressed to the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment by roprcaentativaa of Groat Brit- 
ain : ' We propose to inform tho 
Bntiah government of your enquiry 
whether they will accept tho sover- 
eignty of Nookar Island or some other 
uninhabited island, on ooni3ition that no 
aubsidy is required from you. Aa wo ex- 
plained, we have not felt at liberty to enter- 
tain that question ourselvee, as we were de- 
fioitoly inatruotcd not to ask for sovereignty 
of any island, but only for a lease, simply 
for the purposes of the oablo.' 

Oa December 3 the cable propositions 
aeoms to have taiion full shape, for on that 
date U. S Miniatcr Willis writes concern- 
ing his former roforenoo to tho aubjeot, and 
makoa the atatomont tint the Hawaiian 
fiovernmnnti is of tho opinion that it is 
stopped from considering tho proposition 
of the Britith oomniiaaioners by article 
t of tho reciprocity treaty between Hawaii 
and our government. Ho odda : " Thia 
matter ia now, therefore, at the request 
ot this government, submitted to the 
oonaideration of our government upon 
the question of ita willingness to nullify 
tho treaty of reciprocity by exempting 
Neokor island, French Frigato Slioala or 
Nihoa{Blrd island) from the operation of 
arlicS 4 of tho treaty. In this ooonectlon I 
inclose copies of tho note of Mr. Hatch, 
minister of foroiga alTiirB, and of oorre- 
apondcnoa between him and the oommia- 
sionora." 

In tho note to which Mr. Willis refera 
from Mr. Hatch, the latter explains that 
the Britith propoattioDB involve the use 
of one of the nninhnbit«d islands belong- 
ing to the repablio, viz, Neckar island, 
French Frigate Shoals or Nihoa (Bird 
island), aa a cable atation, in oongldera- 
tioa,>.o{/,aaoh nie :and of suuh subsidy as 
mw(<.be agreed npon and the connection 
of Uonolnlu to tho main lino by a branch 
from the island which might be selected. 
The memorandum shows that the subaidy 
demanded is £7,000 per onnum for fifteen 
years ; that the island selected shall not be 
fortified or used as a naval station, or other 
than for cable pnrpoiroB, and that tho agree- 
ment shall terminate upon breach of its 
terms. 

Tho correspondence reveala a notable dif- 
ference of opinion between Admiral Walker 
and Uritctl States minister Willis regard- 
ing the necessity of keeping United States 
warships at Honolulu as long as the liritiah 
government keeps men-of-war thero. 

Lo.NDoy, Jan. 10 —Tho Diily News says 
in a loader on Mr, Clovoland'a reoommonda- 
tion that Hawaii bo allowed tn grant Eng- 
land a cable atalion : " Mr. Clovolond haa 
shown his good feolinj; and an enlightened 
sense of American interoata in tho matter 
of tho cable atation in the Sandwich ialanda. 
There aeoms to bo no reaaon to doubt that 
Congress will take tho samo sensibio and 
neighborly view of tho over-hasty protest of 
Now Zealand againut Hawaii's alleged an- 
nexation of Neckar ieiand.

SUFFUSED MUBDEB. 

The Decomposed and Half Burned Bemalna of 
a Blan Found Near Port Blakeley. 



POKCBhAsmxt, 'Jan. 10.— The finding of 
the matilated and half cremated remains of 
a well-dressed unknown man near Eaglo 
harbor on Monday has resulted in an in- 
vestigation tending to prove tho man tho 
victim of tho most diabolical murder 
in tho history of Kitsap county 
Tho victim was woli dreased and 
apparently about -10 years old. Nothing 
W6B found on the remains which would load 
to identification, except two puirp of bow 
spectacles, one of steel and tho other a gold 
rimmed pair bearing stamped Initials 
"C.J." Ib ie boliovod tho man had been 
dead a month or more. 

Tho body was found by Robert 
Kmpett, farmer living near Port 
Blukoloy, who was out bunting near the 
Gibson place, about two milea from Ejglo 
harbor. The Gibson plaoe oonaists of a few 
acres cleared, on whioh atanda a dilapidatod 
and deserted farm house, and near by is a 
small house in aad need of repair. 
As Kmpett croaasd the clearing hia at- 
tention waa attracted by an obnoxioua 
odor from tbe direction of the hen house. 
Inside the house, lying on its back, was tho 
half decomposed and partly burned body of 
a man. The feet had been gnawed off by 
animals and birds, and tho handa and 
whole right aido of the body wore burned 
away. The tiro did not reach hia chin, but 
tho whole hood was far gono with decay. 
It waa apparent thob tho man had been 
taken to the hen houao, whore hia slayer 
hod evidently built a lire on hia breaab for 
tho purpoflo of concoalinf,' hia orlmo by burn- 
ing tho body.

To THE Editor :— I am sure the most In- 
telligent portion of your readers were this 
morDlDg a little surprised, as well as 
amused, at the boastful tone aaaumed by 
the Mayor at the meeting of Wednesday 
night, when he referred to the work done by 
city councils. Ho very adroitly and wisely 
avoided speaking of the present oounoU or 
what it has done. None should come for- 
ward more readily than the mayor and 
aldermen to give their BUppoi't to a new 
Bohome for oiiy government, as none know 
bettor than they do what a miserable failure 
tho present system has been in their handn. 
It requires very little judgment or psrspiou- 
ity to sum up the present condition of 
thioga municipal, as gross mismanagement, 
complete InoapaoUy in business prinoipleo, 
negligence, and wasteful extravagance. 
Take the water question. Early last spring 
tho water began to smell and taste 
badly. Numoroua complainta were made 
tho aubjeot, but the coun- 
cil made no effort to improve mat- 
ters, beyond much useless and idle ohat- 
tor. Summer came and wont and nothing 
was done. Another epring is nearly upon 
ua and nothing has been done, and after nine 
montha of municipal negligence wo are still 
ooudomnod to ubo high sinolllng water. The 
Mayor did not deal with tho present laet 
night ; wo aro, however, living in tlio pro- 
Bont and dealing with tho present, and it ia 
present issues the Mayor and Aldermen have 
to contend with. One hundred and fifty 
thousand dollara has been borrowed to im- 
prove tho water — another evidence of ex- 
travagance and ill-matured judgment — a 
perpetual burden of at least §0,000 a ynar is 
laid on tho city, when 510,000, all told, 
would have put in new filter beds, all that 
was necessary to reatore the quality of the 
water to what it was two years ago.

A., which if nob a charity, 
yet Is apbeld by the bounty of the publio. 

In addition there are about six societies, 
morn or less, of a charitable nataro) and 
affording some shelter and Inatrnotion to 
others besides their members. Can we 
wisely add more ? and can we support them t 
My suggestion is that tho proposed ooffdo 
house being chiefly for young men, and the 
Y. M. C. A. being also for young men, aa a 
matter of economy and convenience, the 
coffee house ahould be commenced in the 
Y. M. C. A. rooma — the aam.e rent, tho same 
furniture, the same fuel, the same maga- 
zines and papers, and to some extent the 
same management, augmented by female 
help, would bo sufficiont. I hope those who 
have this m»tter in hand will agree with me, 
that I have pointed out one way to effect a 
saving, which will relieve them of much re- 
sponsibility.

" PEKIIANENT ROADWAY." 

To THE Editor : — As the council re- 
quested deaigna for a permanent roadway 
across James bay and limited tho coat of 
work to $80,000, I think it unfair to expect 
— and tho committee to finally decide — that 
only arch bridges could be taken into con- 
sideration, espeolally as the City Engineer 
stated that it was left to the choice of com- 
petitors, the council wanting different ideas 
on that question and it being impossible to 
oonstrnot an aroh bridge lor anything under 
50 per cent, more than the sum allowed. 

My own opinion was that a permanent 
roadway with a stone retaining wall on the 
harbor side was all that oonld be expected, 
and all that was needed, espeoially as the 
filling in of the bead of the bay was being 
proceeded with and would sooner or later 
have to be reolaimed for the health and 
other re(iuiroments of the olty. I oonaidor 
in consequence it would be foolish to place 
an arch bridge where in three or four years 
from now it would be answering the purpose 
of a retaining wall and would have coat an 
unnecessary e.xpondiluro of $10,000 of the 
public money. 

I would Buggcat that tho council only 
take into conbideration tlioto plana which 
were submitted that coi'ld bo carried out for 
the sum specified, and award the prizes to 
the two boat. Tho council have procured a 
number of deelgna and obtained a groat deal 
of information on tho subject, and have now 
after getting other men's ideas — on the 
cheap — requested the City Engineer to pre- 
pare a design for permanent roadway. This 
Is grossly unfair treatment to competlcore 
and ia dlBroputablo either on the part of In- 
dividuals or corporations.

ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 

To THE Editor : — I heard rumors to-day 
in the city to the effect that tho local coun- 
cil of women were holding a meeting at tho 
city hall for the purpose of discussing a 
aoheme of associated charities for relieving 
the diatreas and poverty existing at tho pre- 
sent time in Victoria. There should be no 
difficulty in securing co-operation in this 
Bohome, for auroly it muat appeal to all who 
have given tho smallost amount of thought 
to the great questions as to " What is the 
best kind of charity? and "How ahould char- 
ity be administered ?" From what I under- 
stand, the aim of the local council of women 
is not to form a new charitable society to in- 
terfere with others already established, but, 
on the contrary, to try by its infiuenoe to 
secure greater strength to those same socle* 
ties, by inciting them to co-operation — to 
work from one centre, though nob necessar- 
ily a new one. Union is strength I 

The soheme proposed by the looal council 
of women suggests to my mind tho idea of 
a tree and Its branches, or a river and Its 
tributaries. This Is a grand idea, and I re- 
peat should have the full co-operation of all 
existing charities, and the support of ail In- 
dividuals or private and public instltutlona 
Bcouatomed to give in obarity. Let there 
bo one recognized centre whero all cases for 
charity would be registered, thoroughly in- 
vestigated and relieved aooordlngly, there 
would then be considerably less waste than 
there now is In the dispensation of charity, 
whether in money, clothing or food. 

Should tho Bchome of associated charities 
bo started, as I sincerely hope it may ba, w« 
shall no doubt hear more as to its manner of 
working and internal organizi^tion.

This Was Still . the Japanese Battle 
Cry 'When the "Tacoma" 
SaUed. 



Preparations for the Defence of the 
Capital- CUlueae Successes— The 
Diet Opened. 

Daapite \ho faot tint peace negotiatloDB 
were already initinLod, ail the talk In J»p»n 
when the NFR steamer Taeoma left 
Yokohama juat before Ghriatmas was still 
of war. VVhere a few stray paragraphs, 
brief and unaatlbfttotory, oonoerniDj? tho 
peace proposals found their way info tho 
newspapers, oolumns woro printed of tho 
Japineso advance, and the various journals, 
both English and native, joined in prodiot- 
inis; the oontinuation of the triumphant 
inaroh to Peking— the only point it is claimed 
whore a vital blow cin be struck at China 
That the preea voloea tho sontlmont of tho 
Japdnese n^kUon there oun bo no dotibt, tho 
very latest oiible news buti oonfirmiDg and 
giving tho key to tho udvioea brought by 
the steamer jmt orrivod. 

ahe Janotlon betivtsen the first nnd second 
Japanese armies under Marshals Noc'zu »nd 
Oy'ama respectively was made at a point 
mnoh further west than most people ix- 
peoted. On Friday, December 14, tlio tirst 
army was ia poaoe'ul possessiou of Hui- 
chcng, and on the lOch they oooupiod un 
other small city only teu miles north of 
NewchwanR. It la evident therefore tlint 
persevering in their well dtiinod policy, tho 
Japanese have avoided oompliciiling nuvt- 
tera and raising the aleoping ilogi by inier- 
ferlng with the treaty ports. Tho people of 
Newohwang am B»id to bo rather diuup- 
pointed at tho J»p»neao thus giving them 
the " go-by," as they were looking for- 
ward to the occupation of the 
port by the enemy with feelings far 
from ioimioal, belieTlog that the 
preaenoB of the " hostile " army would put 
un end Co all cbanoe of dlBtQrbanoe and pill- 
age by the dlabanded Gbloeae soldiery. 
With the junotion of the two Japaneae 
armies it is expected to see more rapid pro- 
grona made In the advance of the Japanese 
upon the Chinese capital. 

A report received from Lienteaant- 
General Nodzu at Andon on Deoember 22 
says that General Sung, who had been at 
K'ii plrg sinco tho 18:h ulfe., was moving in 
tho vicinity of Kaiohiun.tun and Linkln.lon 
in front of the Japaneao enoampmeni;, ap- i 
pirently to inako u retreat to Liaoyang. 
With tho purpoi* of obstructing hia move- 
ments and to driva his army to the north- 
west, tho army under Major General 
Ojhima was dosp^tohed to Lio-Ko-Shiu on 
the 186h, and tho army under Major- 
Genera Oseko oamo into collision with tho 
enemy at a place butweon Ko-qi-Sai and 
Ka-ka g*. The corps I nd;r Major-Gentral 
Oahima and the reserve corps also entered 
Into the engagement. After an obatinato 
realatanoe the enemy fell back in good order 
npon Ying-Kin and to the west. The 
oaaualtiea on both sides are not as yet 
aacerlaioed. Aooirdinp to the reports by 
aoonts there are 2,060 cf the enemy and a 
number of cannon at Liaoyang, and 17,000 
between Haiohing and Liaoyang. The 
number of the eneiny routed by tho Third 
division ia given at over 10.000 men. 
Later advioe aaya the cumber of Japanese 
killed and wounded in this tight was above 
two handred. Tho five battblloos of iufont- 
ryof the Third division and thirty field 
gona took part In this action. 

The CbineBe aa well as the Japanese ap- 
pear to antiotpate nothing elae than a eon- 
tlnaatioa of' the march of the Mlkado'a 
soldiers to Peking. A general roll call of 
the actual number of Manoha, Mongol and 
Cblneae or Hanohan basnermen In Peking 
ready for active aervioa waa made the other 
day by order of the commander-lii-ohUf of 
the Peking field force. The aotnalnnmber have 
been reported as being 133,701 able bodied 
men, of whom only 20,000 so far are armed 
with modern wtapona of precision. An 
order has, however, been promulgated to 
tho Peking arsenal authorities to arm tho 
reab with the rifiea now stored there, and 
that tho necBseary inatruotlon be given 
them in tho handling of tho now arma. In 
iuidition to tho number noted above there 
are also tho " Green " reRimonte, com- 
posed entirely of Chineao to be rookoned 
with in an attack upon Peking, nuniborlna 
something like 20,000, who have also had 
their antiquated woapona CTanj^i'd for more 
modern ouob. Henco tho (jRhiint; nower at 
Pdkiog, without reckoning the lOD.UUO from 
tho proviiioes now gathered around T'linj;- 
chnw and I'ientaiD, ie uot fai' ahort of IfiO,- 
000 men, the' calvary of whom nuiiibtr 
20,000, all armed with oarbinos, while tho 
Infantry soldier la either armed with Aus- 
trian or German magazine riflsa or tho Mar- 
tini Henry. According to a Northern dia- 
patoh to. tho China Mail, tho Kmporor him- 
self oommanded that all tho breech loading 
and magizlDO rifiea, field and mountain guns 
that have been lying in the ordnance go 
downs of tho Peking field forco for years 
past are to be taken out and inapocted by 
competent offioera preparatory to dlatrlbu- 
tion to the banner troopa of the capital. 
Nearly 3.000 bannermen of the Hanohnn 
were given theae modern weapons and their 
ancient muzzle-loaders and glngals have 
been stored in the godowns. It was ex- 
psotcd that by the end of Deoember there 
would not be q Binglo aoldier In the capital 
cud T'ungi;how not; properly armed with 
woupaua of precision and apeclal'y drilled in 
th'iir UBO. J'hia will add 80,000 well armed 
rnun lo thn already drilled in tho 

foreign Htj lo uod armed nccordingly. 

With rof-renoo to tho report iu iho native 
papers of .-ihsnghai of tho recent victories of 
the Chinepo over tho JapanoBO invaders of 
Munahuria, tho North Cliina ]>ally Nowa 
trauali'.tea tho Bubatanco of an Imperial 
edict issued at looking and tolographud to 
tho Inoul nativo aiuhotitioa. It reada : 

"Tho throne received tho other day a 
momoriM from Genirul Nioh Szo-ch'ong, tho 
iiuiv provincial coiimiandor-in. chief of 
Ciiihli, now commanding our armien at 
ilotienliog, Manotmrii. Tho memorial 
stated that, on the 2(5 h of November last 
tho euid t'onoral, aauistcd by Generals IjU, 
S'un and K?Dg, with thn troops under their 
command had attacked with auoooaa tho 
Japinese entrcnclimenta at a place called 
Llonohanknan of aomo atrategioal import- 
anee to MotienllDg, threatening the load to 
Moukdea, and resaltlDg In the abindon- 
ment by the enemy of Llenabon to tho 
Chineae troopa. The enemy lost a high 
officer named Po4Bn-«an-teao and a largo 
number in killed and wounded. For theae 
suocaaaea the throne has already ordered 
proaentaof jadeatone ornaments, eto., to be 
Bont to tho above-named generals, while 
donatlnns of allvsr have also been coin- 
mandod to bo given to the troops oonoerned, 
iu order to incite them and others to future 
deeds of valor. 

"Another memorial haa now been rooelv- 
od, thia time from Yu Luh, tho Tartar gen- 
eral at Moukdon, to the cffoct; that ' On tho 
6th of Deoember the Japaneae, holding acme 
hill fastnesses on the road to Moukden, 
OAlled by the natlvea Fenahullbig or Divided 



Waters, came out In strong force to attack 
General Nleh at Llen-ahan. Ttio eald gen- 
e.-al commanded GeneralaLu, Sun and Keng 
to make a oar<ful defence of tho various 
poats they were nolding, while General Nioh 
bimaalf, assihted by General Hsiu, defended 
'ha centra ponitioa. Tho battle laated all 
d .y without any decided advantage to 
either sidu. Eirly the next morning (Cih 
December) General Nloh, having picked out 
a body of troops numbering over a thousand 
men, bravely led them to attack the rear of 
tie Japaneae army, that la to aay, Fenahull- 
Ing Itsalf. The aurpriae was complete, 
and being held by a amall force, the 
main boay being occupied In front of 
Llenahan, the- Chloeas gained an easy 
eotranoe into the Japanese enttenchmenta. 
The eaemy-findto'g their own posltlona 
aB8ailed;Uid take^. baoaoie panio-acricken, 
and retreated'over the' mountain ridges to 
escape the tarriblo fuslladi from our men's 
maga/.ine riflaa and field and mountain guns. 
Our troopa obksed the enemy to a place 
called Ts'aohok'oUi numbers, computed at 
several thousand, being killed by thebuUeta 
of our rifiea. The remnant of the enemy 
succeeded In getting out of the reach of our 
pursuing soldiers by eaoaping to Liangahan.' 
Wo are much pleased at the reoeipt of these 
two memoriala, and consider that our 
fullest praise and commendation are duo to 
our oflioera and men for the manner in which 
they have behaved themaolvea, and by des- 
perate oourngo and ability to endure the se- 
vere eold now prevalent have been able to 
defeat the enemy ao badly. We, therefore, 
oommuud Yu Luh to aet about at once and 
present to ue the names of tho oliicera and 
men who have apeclally diatiuguiahed thein- 
selves lu this battle, in order that tho do- 
terving may bo properly rewarded," 

Tno Shenpao announoea that it haa nowa 
from Ohefoo dated the 20 h December to tho 
cfl'eot that General ijung Ch'ing had a 
desperate battle with the Japaneae on Nov- 
ember 2,') G, reaulling in tho dlsoomfituro of 
tho enemy and the retaking of Kinchow, 
near Port Arthur. " Tho Japauoao are re- 
ported to have lost over 2,000 in these bat- 
tlea," tho dispatch concludes, " and Gen- 
eral Sung is now said to bo threatening Port 
Arthur," 

it la a remarkable coincidence," re- 
marks the North China D-iUy News, " that 
In the three anccoasive oaaes of Taku, Pa- 
goda anchorage and Port Arthur the Chin- 
eae have offored a powetfnl aeafront, but 
ha TO had indefensible posiilons from the 
rear. It has been known here for two 
years past that Brltiah military ofEcers had 
otfioially reported Port Arthur to be eaailv 
accesaible from the rear, whoso reports can 
lie found docketed in Hongkong and tho 
Horse Guards, but it was thought Inexpedi- 
ent to make the Information public. Major 
Pauli is also said to have reported thia faot 
to the Chinese authorillea years ago, but 
they sedulously cultivated the Idea that 
Port. Arthur waa imprtgoable." 

A tolegrom from Hiroshima atatea that 
owing to the report made by Major von 
Hanneken to tho Taunglia-yamen, Governor 
Tei ia deprived of hia honorary rank after 
having been reprimanded. To-nin-ren haa 
given an order in Shanghai for tho supply of 
50,000 magazlDo rifiea, 100,000 peculs of rice 
and 15,000 suita of winter uniforms for tho 
aamo number of now levies. Von Hanncken 
ia now virtually director of railway con- 
Btruotlon in the north ua well aa China'e 
commander ln-ohiof. He haa oncsged two 
eagincora, one an Englishman, at 'MJ taola a 
month, to aurvey a atralegic line in a groat 
hurry from Tientsin norttiward into Man- 
churia. Their commlssiona aro tiened by 
von Heanokon, who is also aulhoriz'jd to 
disburse military salaries. Thia ia on entire- 
ly new departure and excites almost aa 
much Burpriao as did the arreat of Chang 
Tdotai, tho ei diroctor of the Tientsin ord- 
nanci department and nephew of the Vice- 
roy Li. He was made a priaoner at his 
homo in Anhui and was taken to Nanklcg 
on the 8th af December. 

Tha eighth aossion of the Japmeee diet 
waa cDnvened at 9 o-m. on Saturday, Deoem- 
ber 22. " The pnblio," to quote the Mail, 
" seemed little intereated aa the opening of 
the aeasion, and the peraons who assembled 
in front of the diet baildiog were few in 
number, outaide the.repreaentativea who at- 
tended the meebbig. The day is atated as 
the dullest In point of appearance ainoe the 
firat opening of parliament. At 10 a.na. the 
membera of the Hoaae of Bepreaentativca 
were seated and the aectiona to which theae 
are to belong were decided by drawing lota. 
Then the election of ohlefa and managera of 
aeotiona was conductad in their retpective 
rooms. Thfso committoea separated at U 
a.m. At about tho aamo time the same 
thing was done in the Houae of Peori", which 
coDOludod ita proceodings at aonid i;ime paat 
11 a.m. 0' tho 290 membera of itio House 
of Peers, 78 were ubaont, and of the 239 
membera of t^tie House of Reproaontatives, 
tho nionibura for the firs-., district of Naga- 
aaki prefecture having reaigii-ji!, 11 %ycro 
ftbicnt. After tho scotiona were decided 
upon, tho President of both housea commu- 
nicated to tho Mtniator President 6t State 
that tho diet had come Into exiatence for 
tho ensuing aeoaion." 

On Monday, December 21, tlio forinil 
opening of the diot took place, luid at 11 
a.m. Count Ito, the mioiator preaident, at- 
tended and read tho following Imperial 
reuorlpt : 

" We hrroby conduct the opening core- 
mooy of the Imperial diot, and announce to 
tho intmbera of tho House of Peers and 
House of Repreaentatives that wo have 
ordered tho ministers of state to submit to 
the diet the budget for tho twenty-eighth 
fiscal year of Meiji (1895) and other neces- 
sary prcjiOts of law. Our armies in expedi- 
tioB have gained victories in every battle 
fought and have advanced by degrees into 
the enomj's territory, In the rigor of win- 
ter that haa now arrived the armlea display 
their bravery mnr- than ever by braving the 
aevorlty of tho w . her and by triumpblog 
ovsr hardships. Tie intercourse with 
neutral foreign poncrs is more Itiendly than 
horetoforo. B'sido, tho revision of the 
treaties effected wui our cherished wlab, 
and there are others in a favorable state of 
negotiation. It ia our dceiro that by this 
present glorioua progress mado tho enlight- 
enment of the country bo advanced and 
reaoh to tho ultimate goal of the state by 
virtue of our Imperial ancoatora. You, 
lords and gonilomoii of tho houaes of tho 
diot, are desired to well consider the ten- 
donoy of tho world, and to support ua in our 
doairo by the roallzution of hatmory be- 
tween tljo govornment and tho people. ' 

Among the mattera of govornment coa- 
oein spoken of on the opening day ia the de- 
cision of Japan to lay u lino of railway be- 
tween Seoul and Chomulpo, oonstructlon 
oommonclDg In January, tha route having 
beon surveyed by Mr. lahlmaru, a railway 
engineer, oa application of the Korean gov- 
ornnient. A Japaneao potiiion ia also spoken 
of for presentation to tho (i jrman govern- 
ment, requaating that a treaty similar to 
ihatalgned between Great Britain and Jap- 
an ahould not reooivo tho asaont of iho Gor- 
man government. The petition ia by mer- 
obanta and others having Intcrnsla in Jdipan, 
and la aeparato to that which It is stated is 
bolng considered by German subjects in 
Japan. Tho question of the sinking of the 
Kow Shlng la still under the consideration 
of the Japanese law officers of the crown. 
Count Matsukata will be appohtted presi- 
dent of the privy oonnotl as aueoeuor of 
Count Yamagata, and Lieut. -Col. FnkU'

Tlio Tonghaka are get- 
ting iiilluonce by degrees, iipriBiiig little by 
little, and &t present they aro to bo met 
with throughout the whole extent of Korea. 
Tho only province where they aro not In 
such groiit numbora Is King ki-lao, but ihoy 
of csu'ing the (i;ro»toat ravagaa in tho north 
of Sooui up to I'lng Yang, bo that tho .Jap- 
anese commiBSariat oliioors aro all tlio while 
on tho watch. The Istost Inslanco of their 
oufragos is tho burning of housoa and Iho 
murder of ft local niagiitrato. Some 1,000 
Tonghakn mado an attack on a place at 
Chu-l»-tao which waa defended by ,'!00 of 
the Korean garrison, but theao could not 
aucooeafuUy withstitnd the uBaault, and 
houaea of tho peoplo wcro burned. At 
Shion-tien their outragea were very great 
and the town's magistrate was killed.

NOT FORMWABLB. 

The Times heads its report of the Wed- 
nesday night's meetin); in the City Hall 
" Afraid to meet the people. Supporters 
of the Cities' Government Bill do not appear 
to defend it." Whom were the supporters 
of the Government afraid to meet ? Did 
Mr. Rlthet tremble at the thought of meet- 
ing in debate Mr. Alexander Wilson ? la 
Mr. Carey suob a formidable opponenb that 
Mr. Harry Helmoken found It oonvenient to 
leave town rather than taokle blra In the 
City Hall ? Would Mr. Booth rather face 
an angry panther than ex-Aldormon Level! ? 
Were the other opponents cf tho Govern- 
ment of Cities BUI so well versed in 
constitutional lore and suob masters 
of logio that they would be ante to deoaoliab 
any inpporter of the Government who 
would have the audacity to appear before 
them? One baa only to road — if bo has the 
patience — the report of the speeches of the 
" representative" men of the Times, to esti- 
mate their mental calibre, their political in- 
tellgenoe and their oratoiioal ability. The 
men who oould put) a greater quantity of rob 
and rubbish in the same apaoe would work 
a kind of bad miroole. We heartily pity 
the unfortunate reporters whose duty it 
was to try to put tbo confuBod balderdash 
in a sbape at all fit to appear before the 
pnbllo. 

It la fortunate, from our point of view, 
that those who nni^ineered the meeting had 
nob sense enough or courtesy enough to in- 
vito the members ond supporters of the 
Government to take part In its procoodings. 
The orators of the evening succeeded in 
making the oanae they advocated ridiculous. 
They have by their folly and stupidity done 
as much to discredit ib as tho most ardent 
supporter of the Government oould wish. 
The wisest thing that could have boon done 
was to lot those men have their iliag. Such 
advocacy as theirs would ruin the best of 
oauaea. The only people who have reaaon to 
fear them when they gob on the stump aro 
bheir friends. 



A MONSTROUS AUSURDITY. 

The inconsistency of tho men who engin- 
eered ^VodneBday night'a indif^nation meet- 
ing was simply atupendoua. Thoy profoBsod 
to be dreadfully indignant bcoauso a bill was 
iotroduoed into the Legialabive Aaaembly to 
give the electors of oltiea power to make a 
temporary change in the way in which tho 
aflairs of tho munlclpalitios are managed. 
The electors thomaolvtia aro to ask for tho 
change and thoy aro to have tho power either 
tit acoopt or rejdot it after it ia aubmitted to 
them. 

. The resolution whioh they drew up 
aaaortod the rights of tho citizens to manage 
their own uCTuirs in tbo stroDgoat manner 
possible, and charaotori/.ed tho bill which 
gave them power to diaponse with aldormon 
for a time as "an outrageous invasion of 
the righta of oltizenahip." Yet these same 
ohamplona of the righta of the people, theso 
indignant protestors against any intorforonco 
on the part of tho Government in tho 
management of tho aCfairs of cities, drew up 
a resolution begging tho Dominion Govern- 
menb to take charge of the alTaira of the 
Province without aa mnob aa taying " by 
your leave" to Ita Inbabibanta whom 
they would deprive of the right of 
aelf.government. The men who would 
not allow the oltizena themaelvea 



to petition Government to appoint C'ommia- 
alonera to aid the Mayor in managing tho 
affalraof the oity, undertook without au- 
thority from anyone to ask the Dominion 
Government to disfranchise every voter in 
the Provlaoe and to diveab the Government, 
whiob the people only the other day con- 
firmed In ofiSoe, of every vestige of power. 
Was there ever anoh inconsiatenoy ? Did 
ever men pretending to be intelligent make 
suob fools of themselves ? The men who at- 
tended the mooting saw the absurdity of 
what their would-be leaders had done. 
They bailed the absurd reaolutioo with 
ehouta of derlaion and paaaed lb amid peals 
of liughter. 

THE POST OFFIGJO EMPLOYES. 

The citizens of Victoria are, wo are sure, 
glad to learn that the diinoulty with the 
Post OiEcs ofBcials has been settled in the 
way that the representatives of the oity in 
the House of Commona deaired. Col. Prior 
and Mr. Earle have been Indefatigable In 
their efforts to have the difficulty arranged 
In a manner satisfactory to tho clerks and 
carriers. They have always contended for 
tho proviiional allowance, and they 
wore indignant when ib was with- 
held. When the employee were 
so lll-adviaed aa to atrlke work the 
difficulty of getting the provisional allow- 
anoe for tho olBciala waa very greatly in- 
creased. It can be oasily understood that 
the Heads of Departments cannot regard a 
strike with tavor, and it must have been a 
diiBoult matter to get them to make allow- 
anoea for the peculiar circumatanoes m 
which the Victoria Post Office clerks were 
placed. Dleciplino in the public service must 
be maintained, and civil servants must make 
up their minds to obey orders 
and conform to the rules of the 
service. Ordinarily the only alternative 
is conform or resign. The service oould 
never be maintained in an efficient condition 
if ib wore otherwiso, and tho public welfare 
requires that it be kept in an efiioient con- 
dition. The position in whioh the Post 
Office clerks were placed, however, was ex- 
ceptional, and their breaoh of diaoipllne waa 
so alli^ht— oeaaation of work for a few hours 
— that ib was felt thab allowances could be 
made for them without setting up a danger- 
oua precedent ; ao the employes, after some 
unavoidable delay, have been completely re- 
inatated, 

Msatn, Earle and Prior hays done their 
duty in this matter from the firab. They 

protested vigorously sgainst tho threatened 
withdrawal of the provisional allowanoe, and 
they were unceasing in their efforts to pro- 
cure the reinstatement of the employes and 
the payment of the arrears of the allowance 
to all of them. That they have baen auc- 
oeaaful la a matter of no little gratification 
to tbemselvoB and to their fellow-citizens, 
for the clerks and carriers had with them 
the sympathy of the whole community. 

TALBa FROM ARMENIA. 

There la a anaplolon abroad thab many of 
the stories of Turklah outrage in Arnnenia 
are groas exaggerations or rascally inven- 
tions. It is said that tho farther Knst you 
travel the less reliable ia tho news you bear. 
News is manufactured there, not for merely 
sensational purposes as it ia somotimea in 
the Weatarn regiona, bub to create aympa* 
thy. Ib haa been found that acme of the 
stories that have travelled West aro wholly 
untrue, and ib is suspected that some others 
will bo proved to be altogether unworthy of 
credit. Rev. -Dr. Hamlin, an American 
missionary ia Turkey, the founder of the 
Robert College, In Conatantlnople, haa writ- 
ten a letter to bbe Beaton Congregationallab, 
which oontalns aomo statements that show 
thab there arc Armenians in the Kdist who 
are doing aomathing Infinittity worse than 
inventing blocd-curdiiog stories to horrify 
the Christian oommunities of the West. 
The following ia an extract from Dr. Ham- 
liu'a letter : 

An Armenian revolutionary party is caus- 
ing great evil and suffering to the missionary 
work and to the whole Christian population 
of certain parts of the Turkish Empire. It 
it managed , . , with a skill in deceit 
which Is known only in tho East. , , 
In a widely diatributod pamphlet particulars 
are given of tho aims of tho Huntohugist 
revolutionary party in Armenia, The 
headquarters are at Athens, and it has 
branctiea in every village and city in Arm- 
enia. . , An intolligont Armenian, who 
apoaka lingliah correctly, aaavirod mo that 
thoy have tho etrongeat hopoa of proparing 
tho way for Russia to tako poaaoBBiou. 
ThoBo Huntohagist bauda organized all over 
tho Empire will watch their opportunities 
to kill Turks and Kurds, sot tiro to their 
villagoa, and then rtmko their oecapo into 
tho mountains. The enraged Moalnma will 
then rise and fall upon tho defenceless Arm- 
eniana and slaughter them with auch 
barbarities that RusBia will enter, 
in the name of bumaniby and 
Cbriatian civilization, and take pos- 
session," When I denonnoed the 
f>chcmo as atrociona and infernal, be replied: 
" Europo llateoed to the Bulgarian horrora 
and made Bulgaria free. Burope will listen 
bo our cry when it goea np In the ahrieks 
and blood of women and children. " Dr. 
Hamlin cooblnues : In Turkey bhe Huntch- 
aglst party aims to oxclte tho Turka against 
Protestant misBionurios and against Protca 
tant Armenians, . . All tho troubles at 
Mursova originated in their movomonts. 
They are cunning, unprincipled and cruel. 
They terrorise their own people. 
While wo Hympatliizo with tho aufTorlngB of 
tho Armoniana, wo muiit atand aloof from 
such attempla oontomplating tho doatruc- 
tion of Protoatant miaaiouarios, ohuroboa 
and schools. 

It ia to bo hoped that tho oommiaaion of 
which Bo much baa boon hoard will make a 
rigid and an impartial investigation as to 
bl^e truth of the reporta that have oomo 
from Armenia, Ita membara ought within 
a roasonablo time to find out wbothor these 
reports aro faithful doscriplions of what has 
actually takon plaoc or tho inventions of 
news manulucturora who have oa'oulatod 
upon making money out of tho sympathy 
and benevolence of Weatern Ohrlatlnna, I^ 
is bard to believe that all the reporta of 
ontragos in Armenia are Ilea, bubib is quite 
aB hard to roatizo thab they are the unvar- 
nished truth. That there la aome truth in 



them there oannob be a doubt, for there 
oould hardly be so much smoke where there 
ia no fire. What almoab everyone would 
liko to know now la not ao mnob, are theae 
horrible aooounta of Turkish atrocities in 
Armenia true, as bow much truth, if any, la 
there In theae aooonnta. vlbbaa^omebobe 
generally believed that' they ninab be tikkoh 
with Bome grains of allowance. 

AN AUTOORATIO PRESIDENT. 

Mexico has had what may be fairly called 
a settled government for the lasb eloven 
yeara and more. This is because ib has boon 
favored with a Prosideub of much more than 
ordinary Integrity and ahility. Potfiro 
Diaz's third term of office will expire In No- 
vember IS06, and tho Mrxtoana who take 
an interest in politica are asking eaoh othor 
who is to bo bis successor 1 

The constitution was changed to make 
him eligible for re-election in 1887, and If 
another change la required to make him 
eligible In 1896 It can no doubt be easily ef- 
feoted. The President in Mexico is, as far 
aa powers and prerogatives go, a very 
difTorent personage from the President of 
the United States. Ho is really an absolute 
ruler. What Diaz says In Mexico la law. 
Xhe offiolala, from the higheat to the loweet, 
obey hia ordera ; the army la under hia 
command and at his disposal, and Congress 
moots to do little else than register his de- 
crees. So well understood is it that tho 
President is master thab the Mexican who 
presumed to dispute bis authority would be 
laughed at. 

But Prealdent Diaz makea on the whole a 
wise use of bla aathorlty. He enforces the 
laws and maintains order. He en- 
courages progress and ho has cauaod 
the national faith to bo reapect- 
ed. He ia devoted to his duties 
and Ia said to be honest and diaintereated. 
The deapotic rule of Diaz would not be 
tolerated in those Northern regions, but ib 
appears to be juat tho sort of Government 
that st-'its tho people of the Southern part of 
tho continent. 

Diaz belongs to the native raco. Ho is a 
pure or nearly pare Indian, Tbia canaea 
him to be very popular In the country, for 
the greater part cf tho population in de- 
scended from the aboriginal races. The 
PreBldent owes very little of his eminence 
to the schools, for ho did not loam to write 
until after he bad married his second wife. 
He has, however, made a good nae of hia 
opportunltlea and can write Spaniah well, 
and he can make an excollenb speech in thab 
language. 

He rules Mexico with a firm hand, and un- 
der him the country has made much pro- 
gress. His opponents are, however, careful 
how they ezpreaa themaelvea. FoIUIcbI 
mebhoda are very different In Mexico from 
whab they are in Canada, and a Mexican 
public man would think many times and 
look well about him before ho oxpreased an 
intention to run for tho Prcaidoncy in i890. 

Although Mexico is a Republic the num- 
ber of voters Is very small Indeed. The 
population of Mexico ia anppoaed to be 
about twelve millions, bub its 
white inhabitants aro calculated to 
number not many moro than half a mil- 
lion. Tho vote at national oleotiona is said 
nob to exoeed fifty thousand. Tho eleotioca 
appear to be carried on almoat in aecraoy. 
" Few Mexicans," we read, " are aware of 
tho day of voting or of the plaoea where tho 
polls are to bo hold. This Information is 
transmitted to the state governors, who 
hold one or moro polls, at which officiala and 
a few white laud owners oast ballots. Tho 
result Is transmitted by the governors to the 
City of Mexico," From this Ib may be In- 
ferred that elections in Mexico are easily en- 
gineered, and that any candidate who mado 
himself obnoxious to tho Government would 
stand a very poor chance of being returned. 
It is pretty evident that whether President 
DUz la or ia not a candidate for a fourth 
conaeoutlve term depends pretty much upon 
himself. If he wants to rule four years 
longer, there are very few in the country 
who are in a position to aay him nay. If 
anyone would bo ao bold ua to sot up as his 
competitor, Diaz could, if ho liked, make ib 
hot for him, and the probabilities are that 
ho would like. Besides, as Diaz stands for 
law, order and stable government, it la likely 
that there are very many In the country 
who would like to keep him in tho Presi- 
dent's chair as long aa ho can ait in it, Thoy 
know whab Diaz is, bub they cannob toll 
whab hia aucoeaaor would be like.

The foHowiog reply was sent by Mr. R. 
P. Rithot to the secretary of tho public 

meoting hold on Wednesday evening : 
Wellington J. Dowkr, Esq , Secretary Public 
Meeimij : 

SiK :— I acknowledge your letter of this 
date, with copies of resolution passed at tho 
public meeting hold in the olty ball on the 
Uch Inst., for tho ounslderation of the bill 
now before tbe legislature, relating to tbe 
government of cities by oommissionera. 

As you must be aware, this bill was pre- 
sented to the house on the 10th December 
lest, and has, therefore, been before tho 
public since that date. Besides, tho atten- 
tion of the olty coanoil was specially direct- 
ed to the bill by my colleague Mr. Helmc- 
ken, and the reply reoeived was such as to 
lead me to believe that the proposed bill 
was not considered by tbe aldermen to be 
contrary to their views, and the resolution 
passed by them appeared rather to favor 
than otherwise the principles of tho bill. 

Being now committed to those prinolplos, 
you will ruali'.e tho dlffioulty there is in 
withdrawing ftom tbe positioD, but I would 
bo inclined oven now to do this if I were 
convinced that tho public meeting and 
thoEO who epoko and voted for the resolu- 
tion voiced Iho viowu and opinions of the 
majority of the ratepayers of tho city. So 
few names of those who attended ihe meet- 
ing are given in tho report of 
tho Coi.oNisr this morning that I 
am unahio to form a correct opinion 
aa to whether it was • fairly ropro- 
aontativB or not, but, judging by those who 
took tho more active part in tho proceedings 
in moving the resolutions, etc , und the tact 
that the ogitation has boon an largely, if nob 
solely, instigated by the oppoaitloc press of 
this city, I nm much disposed to think that 
the action taken hua had in view more tho 
wish to prejudice tho govornmont with the 
people of this city thun tho good of the rate- 
payers cf tho city. 

Had those who were instrumental in 
calling the meeting been actuated by proper 
motives, they would have had the civility 
to invito the members for the city to be 
present at the meoting. I think all will 
admit tho delicacy attaching to the position 
in which the city's representatives are 
plaoed if they attend a public meeting, 
called to oriticlso their aotiou, unless 
specially Invited, 

As regards the bill Itself, I think when 
some amendments have been made to It 
that It will be considered by a majority of 
tho ratepayers to be a beneficial measure, 
should the necessity arise for putting It in 
force. Being an optional measure, whiob 
can only be put in force upon a vote of the 
ratepayers, taken Bpeolallyfor that purpose, 
it oannot affect anyooe until those in- 
toroatod give It effect. I think 
aUo that It is a meaaore whiob, 
if ever enforced, will have a moat 
salutary inHuenoe upon those who may be 
entrusted with the management of our civic 
aifaire, and perhaps prevent a ropetitlon of 
the cry so general during the past year at 
our city council meetings for Royal Com- 
missions, etc. 

Aa u ratepayer I fool at perfect liberty to 
use my vote for or against putting tho pro- 
visiona of tho bill into operation, should It 
become law, and I frankly admit that, un- 
less for urgent and serious reasons, I would 
not! aid in giving it efToct.

A largo crowd gathorod on tho E. & N 
railroad bridge and along the water front 
yesterduy afternoon to witness tho perform- 
ance of Professor Alfred J, Dugay, the 
famous tightrope walker, on a line stretched 
between the masts of the steamship Islander. 
They, however, witnessed a sight which 
filled them with horror, Dugay, who ia a 
young man with quite a reputation in the 
athletic world, aaoendod to hia lefty work, 
balanced hitneelf on tho wiro rope, ipudo his 
bow to tho public, then took off hia rubbers 
and walked out ten or twelve foot towards 
tho centre of tho lino. Ho was about to 
cominonco hia exhibition when aomething 
wont wrong. 

" When I toll you to pull on that ropo do 
so," ho culled out to thoau who on the 
steamer's deck wore keeping hia footing 
taur,. 

Hardly had tho words left his lipa when 
he fell, a diatunjo of probably twenty-five 
feet, landing heuvily on his loft aide and 
shoulder on the deck with Buch force oh to 
break in tho deck. 

For a, moment ho lay unconsoioua ; then 
tho crowd, in spite of tho efforts of thought- 
ful bystanders, soon gathered around the in- 
jured man and seriously interfered with 
those who were endeavoring to aid him. He 
was us quickly as possiblo taken by the 
police to tho Ocoidoutul hotel, where Dr, 
Frank Hall visited him and ordered his im- 
mediate removal to the Jubilee Hospital. 

The onuao of tho accident was tho giving 
way of a book attaobed to tbe block and 
tackle need In tightening the main rope. 
Early in the afternoon six strong men eub- 
jected it to a severe test to the eatisfaction 
of Dugay. This was, no doubt, the original 
cause of the accident, lor It was evidently 
then that tho hook started to break. 

Dugay's present condiltion Is not believed 
to bo very serious. After being taken to the 
Occidental ho regained consoiousnoea, and 
on tho way to hospital complained of being 
budly hurt iutornally. The examination at 
the hospital, however, did not retulc in tho 
finding of auy aurioua iujurica, and ut lust 
repnrta tho patient waa doing well. 

Dugay has been travelling for some time 
past in company with C, H. Bryant, the 
whistler, who has moro than once enter- 
tained orowds on the streets of Victoria. 
Both came here from Seattle a few weeks

Dr WiiLKEM ruoved the fOcoDd reading of 
tbo bill to rORLiiiite ■ h ■ practioo t f veterinary 
niedioine ana Burj^iTy iu British Columbia. 
He considered thu bill to be in the intereaS 
of the public at large, and more ospBoially of 
thoso who own herdo of cattle. He thought 
there in no profdnaion in the world whore 
qnackory ia morn extonaivoly carried on 
than in the practice of treating 
cattle for dioeaae, hitherto cirried 
on by " know-alls " without proper qualifica- 
tion aa vetiniry aurgeona. Tho bill providea 
that only persona who have regularly ob- 
tained oertifloatea of qualifiaation shall bo 
permitted to uao that name. It provides 
for the registration of thoso qualified and 
the examination of thoso desiring to bo 
registered, inoluding thoso who as farriers 
are to a limited extent conversant with the 
treatment of ordinary disease, aiid who, it is 
provided, may obtain registration without 
baying to pass an examination so atrlot as 
that required by the oollegea. 

Mr Skmlin, not having had an opportun- 
ity of looking into the provisions of tho bill, 
asked that further oonaidoration be deferred, 
and ho therefore moved tho adjournment of 
the debate. 

Debate accordingly adjourned until Mon- 
day. 

CATTLE BRANDS. 

The house went into committee on tho 
bill respecting the registration of cattle 
brundu ( Mr. I'l entice), with Mr. Williams 

in the oh'iir. 

Ma.hik Mtttku olij 'ctt'd to the provision 
BgiiiuBO reuocdiug iiiuilca " which shall incun 
or consist "f tho cutting oil of both ours oi 
the animil"," becmibo hu thought it does 
not go fur enough, and th-.U ruithor shotilil 
tho cutting off of one cur bo permitted to bu 
recorded. 

Hon Mu Martin, as one who has had 
oonnidorablo experlenco of cattle raising, 
explained tho necessity for a provision 
such as this, as it oftfu hup- 
pena that oars which have been 
branded are frozen off, and uuacrupulous 
parsons having registered nmrks consisting 
of cutting ofT both ears have claimed that 
those cattle have their brands. Tho ears 
have alao been unlawfully out off to destroy 
tho brand, thin oonstituting what is known 
as tho " rnguo's mark " 

Hon. Mr Davik agreed with his col- 
league from Co-.viohan-Alberni that to por- 
mic tho cutting off of oven one ear ia a piece 
o£ cruyliy. He would like to know whoro 
tiie statute ia which permltB ontting ofT botli 
ears, aa he conaidered tiiafe any person who 
has inflioted any suolii nnnecBssary cruelty 
iias done it in violation of the oriminal law. 
He thought the bill in Its present . shape is 
anything but oreditable to the person re 
Bponalble for it. 

Mb. Kennkdt aaid he heard, as he rose, 
Bomeone remark that be didn't know any 
thing about oattle, bat he oonld say that bn 
did know what he saw about 
iiim. (Great langhter.) He thought 
the bill contemplated nothing more oruel 
than docking horses' tails or cutting off the 
ears or tails of doga. Though the member 
for South Nanaimo is so aeuaitive to day on 
ti]3 aubjeoc of cruelty, he would liko to ank 
whether that gentleman ever vaccinatoa 
anyone or draws teeth, aa phyaloiana some 
times do, iLfl cting greit cruelty, (Hear, 
hear I) 

Several amendments wero proposed and 
negatived, and the clause passed after muob 
more disousaion. 

Bill reported oomplete without amend 
monta. 

THE smDIMaS CONTRACT. 

Mr, Williams, from the oommittee on 
the parliamentary baildinga oontraot, pre 
seated a report asking authority for employ 

ing a stenographer. 

Hon'. Mh. Davie thought that the pur- 
poRea of the committee could be served with 
out the expense connected with tho employ 
ment of a stenographer. Ho suggested that 
the atc-etary might tako down all the 
material portions of tho evidence in long 
hand, condensing it, as he naturally would, 
aa he went along, 

Mr Kitche.v agreed with this view. 

Mr Williams, however, thought that it 
would facilitate the business to have a oteno 
grapher, especially aa the members of tho 
committee bad other demands upon their 
time.

NAKDSP & SLOCAN aAILWAV.

Ho.v Mu Davik repiiod ; — (i). Inquiry 
chows that there are some olaiuiH ugninsb 
the contrnctore for tho l>i»kuBp & iSlocan 
railway, but thoro is no roiiaon for believing 
that tho persons having such olaima are iu 
any danger of losing thorn. (b) No Inaao 
haa been signed beyond tho agroemont, laid 
beforo tho Icgiulaiivo assembly at its last 
sQsaion. (o) Tho Canadian Pacific Railv/ay 
Company on tho .'ilst IJ.icember ultimo ao- 
ceptod tho road as oomplete, subject to some 
trifling dofioienoiea which cannot bo reme- 
died until tho spring, but tho responsibility 
of which the govornmont has agreed to ao- 
6umo to tho extent of $3,000. The govern- 
menc will either deduct such amount from 
the final eatimate, coming to the company, 
or elae take aatitfao'ory aeourity from them 
therefor, (d) The Nakuap & Slooan Rkil- 
way Company have not yet received tbe 
full amoDnt of the debentnre guarantee, but 
are about to do so. (e). I do not think that 
a lien could be auooessfnlly placed upon the 
railway. 

THE PROVINCIAL RALLOt. 

Mr. McPhf.rsok moved the aeoond read- 
of hia bill to umond tho election regulation 
act. Ita object, ho explained, ia tp aeoure 
absoluto sccreoy, so that a ballot paper can- 
not bo followed up aa at preaentto aaoertain 
how anyone voteti. 

Hon. Mr, Davie could not asree that 
t'lero ia any uocesalty for such a bill, the In- 
security alleged to oxlat under the law asub 
proaont being much moro fancied than real, 
whilat tho bill now boforo tho house would 
entail positive injury in another direotiop. 
The Bcarooy of the ballot cannot at proaoct 
bo violated except by tranagreaaing tho law 
to auoh an extent aa to constitute a criminal 



oCfenca ; and moreover tbe ballota after they 
are counted and sealed are auoesaiblu only to 
ofBcera of the government sworn to secrecy, 
and even in their case it isadllBcalt matrer tu 
get at the ballota without discovery. There 
ia only ona contingency upon which the bal- 
lota may lawfully ba subjected to sorutiny, 
that being when upon a trial before the 
courts the question arises whether or not a 
Candidate has been returned through tho 
casting of b»llots by poreona not quilifiod to 
vote. If tho court/ comes to tho conclusion 
that unqualified persona have voted, then 
their ballota can bo removed from tho box, 
being identified by the numbors placed upon 
them. The plan now proposed would prevent 
anoh a aorutioy, no matter what injuatice 
might result. The onoaequencs would sim- 
ply ba that whenever it was discovered that 
persona bad voted without having the right 
to do 80, the only remedy would be to void 
the eleoclon, though perhaps those improper 
votes might have been cast for and at the 
inatanoe of the unsnoMsafnl oandidato, and 
had no i ffjot upon the return. The proper 
plan, ho maintained, ia that in foroe at pres- 
ent. Tho examination of tho ballota which 
it makes possible very rarely ocoura, in fact 
ho could recall only the one instance, 
when upon the election in Euquimalt being 
oonteated a judge of the Supreme court 
found that three or four votes had boon im- 
properly cost, and aa tho result would bo af- 
fected by this number the ballot papers wero 
picked out, and without those diecirded 
being examined, thoso rcin»inirg wore count- 
ed ufresh. If a man wore found to Imve 
brlljed half a dcz-'D eluotors it would under 
thn propoeed amendment bo impossiblo to 
pick Ku', their billots, which by law ore 
voni, mid the innocent candidate would bo 
pu'. lo tho triiublo and e.\(ii!noo of a new 
eli'ot.i.m. An ho h id «:ild boforo, tho objoo 
fiona to tho c::;?:!:;;; ".ct iiro iiuiro funciful 
than re.ll. The b»!!ot boX4'a are looked up 
in tho ouhtody of tho roj^intnir of tho 8u- 
pr,^nii' c mrf, and ihtro thc-y cafoly reniiiiii, 
wlihou5 (l.>r.f,'or of eorutioy exoepi< by order 
of the court ; and thoie being not eveu u 
Bu^gestion ihat in tlio past the Secrecy of 
tho ballot box has not been maintained he 
would oppoie this bill. 

Mu bEMLi.v spoke in support of the mea 
sure, booause ho had found many men afraid 
to vote bi c*use they thought tho manner in 
which they marked their ballots could bo 
diHiiovered. 

Tho question beine put, tho house divided 
evenly, 1,'i for and l.S against, tho votes of 
two or three membora who uame in after tho 
(jueacion had been put and held up their 
bands with the " nays " not being accepted. 

Tub Speaker decided that following the 
English praocioe he would vote for the sec- 
ond reading of the bill, to allow it to ba fur- 
ther discussed. 

Bill read a second time. 

ALIENS ON PUBLIC WORKS. 

Mr Braden moved tho second reading of 
tho bill to prohibit the employment of other 
than Kritiah aubjeota on provincial or muni- 
cipal work to b' paid for out of taxation ; 
and alto to oatabliah not more than right 
hours as a legal w:)rkicig day. Ha showed 
that the United States have pasaed similar 
laws whereby Canadians are prohibited from 
boirg employed on any state, county or 
other muoioipal works. Ho argued that the 
laboring men ought to bo protected in this 
w»y, just the same as the lawyers, doctors 
and others have been by tho acts passed by 
tho house. He did not consider that 
tho- government sava anything by aa- 
cepting outside tondirs for public works, 
such as tho bridge at Ashcroft, [or instance, 
beciuse these foreigners bring their work- 
men with them, and thoy tako out of the 
country nearly all tho money they earn 
without paying any taxes in licenses or 
otherwise. He mentioned also the Victoria 
city case, where the corporation g*vo a sew- 
erage contract to a foreigner who brought in 
nearly all his workmen and left them here 
when the job waa finished. 

The Si'KAKHR aaid he waa afraid he wonld 
h%vo to refer tho hon. member to the B N.A. 
act, srotion 91, whereby tbe matter of deal- 
ing with alien laws is reserved for the 
Dominion. That part of it, being therefore, 
in his opinion, beyond the anthority of the 
house, he wonld have to rale tbe bill out of 
order. 

Hon Mr. Davie thought that the matter 
ia by no means ao ulear as wonld first appear 
upon perusal of aeotlon 91 ot the B.N A. 
aot, which decUrea that the exclusivo legis- 
lative authority of the parliament of Canada 
extends to the subjsot of naturalization and 
aliens. He thought, howevsr, that tbe 
words of that section are nut intended to 
have the exhauatlve effect implied in this 
ruling ; and at all events this house haa in 
the past onaoted legislation in relation to 
aliens quite as much in contravention of 
that Interpretation of the B N A. »cC as the 
bill now boforo tho houao can bo held to be. 
He had looked up the Ontario atatuto, and 
found that suoh a lav/ aa that propoaod has 
boon paaaed by that province. Ho instanced 
tho act prohibiting aliens from serving on 
juries, and tho bill of hia own now before 
tho house to prevent thn names of Cnineao 
and Japanese being placed upon tho volersi' 
list, as uvidonco ot tho assumption by the 
legislature of the right to deal with alionu, 
and also instanced the law prohibiting thom 
from holding real estate. The question of 
naturaliiCAtion ia quite a dllTorent thing, and 
it being perfectly clear that wo have tho 
power to tho fullest extent to deal with 
civil righta, wo must logidlly aaiume that 
we have the powor to restrict the righta of 
aliona just as much as to reatrlot our own 
rights. He |did not wish at this stage to 
deal with the principle or with the detaila 
of tho bill, becauso in view of a condition of 
affairs which at that moment ho had in his 
mind ho thought it questionable whether it 
is expedient to enact the bill in its present 
shape, though there are some ezoallent 
features In It. 

1 HE Speaker aaid while ho ruled tho bill 
out of order at the proaont, ho would like 
tho house to decide upon tho point, i>nd 
would not complain should his ruling bo up- 
aot. Ho would bring tho iiiAtior up himaelf 
in a day or two if no person olao did ; and in 
the meantime the bill might remain in ita 
proaont poaition upon the ordera of the 
d»y, 

PBOnNOIAL VOTERS BILL, 

Hon. Mr. Davib moved the aeoond road- 
ing of the provincial votera hill, the object 
of whiob, he explaihed, la to add Japanese 

to the list of those who are to be prohibited 
from having thoir names on the voters' lists. 

Mu Kitchen wanted to know by what 
authority any man can ba provontod from 
voting if be ia u British aubjoct by naturali- 
zation or otherwise. 

Hon. Mn. Davie said ho thought there is 
no doubt about the authority. Thoro is, ho 
might mention, at tho present time a treaty 
in process of negotiation or final ratifica- 
tion between England and Japan whereby 
after its passage no province will bo able to 
pass auoh a law aa this. If therefore wo de- 
sire to enact such legislation now is the 
timo for It, 

Mr. Cotton aaid aa ho undoratood it tho 
position is that tho treaty ia already oon- 
oludod between England and Japan, but up 
to a certain timo Canada has tho option of 
saying whether or not aho will oomo within 
tho eoopo of Its operation. On thia point, 
ho was informed, the Dominion govornmont 
is anxious to obtain tho views of tho pro- 
vinooa, and especially of British Columbia, 
aa the one moat directly intereated. If 



Canada aoaopls tho treaty, hor citizens will 
have the same rights in Japan aa the Japan- 
ese have in Canada, < 

Bill read lb aeoond time., 

LIFE inscrahob. 

Hon. Mr Datib moved tbe aeeond read- 
ing uf the bill to aecure to wives and chil- 
dren the benefit of life Insurance. The acope 
of the meaeuro, be said, is embodied in its 
title. Uo thought all would agree that a 
man's wifo aud children are to a large ex- 
tent paramount to hia other creditors — for 
thoy are aertainly hia oredltora aa well aa 
anyone else. Unfortunately all men are not 
thrifty and provident, and aomo of thoso 
whoaro not uufrcquently have their aavinga 
of a lifetime awept away by u sudden blow. 
At the present time tho opportunities for 
securing lifo insurance are much moro 
favorable than over before, and a man 
insuring hid life, aa everyone should do, at 
an early ago has not by any means to keep 
on p*ying premiums for a lifetime. Provid 
ed the amount which a man insurea for is 
not altogether out of proportion to hia 
estate thoro ia no equity at all in preferring 
any other cioditor to his wife and children, 
and the objeoC of this bill is therefore to 
uuthori/.o a husband either to have hia pol- 
icy made payable to hia wifo and children, 
or make an ondoroement upon its faoo to 
that effjot, which will ensure the amount of 
tho policy being ao diapoacd of. An attempt 
In this direction waa mado twenty yeara ago 
in tho m.vrried woman's property aot, but in 
a very impirfect way, and whila the Ontario 
aot from whicli that appears 
have been copied haa been extended 
from time to Idme oura has not, 
until now ho brought in thia bill. It is 
largely n copy of the Ontario aot, with a 
few changes which be considered are im, 
provemeuta upon that statute, Tho act at 
present in force In thia province is rather a 
anaro than otherwise, aa many u man who ia 
unfortunately in debt may bbiok that his 
life insurancR in the name of hia wife or on 
dorsed in her favor ensurea her receiving in 
the case of hia death provlalon which in 
reality a creditor may take from her. 

Bill read a second time. 

The report from oommittoo on tho com 
panics act amendment bill was adopted, 

OOVEllNMKNT UF CITIE.S. 

The houao again wont into CDnimitteo on 
tho nill reapeOing tho government of cities, 
Mr. .Sword in tho chair ; the amendment by 
Mr. Ki'chon to extend tho privilege of vot- 
ing upon ita applioation to all those entitled 
to vote for mayor and aldermen being tho 
matter first coming under conaideration 
The amendment waa immediately put and 
lost OD division. 

Mr. Kitchen moved another amendment 
to the effi.oc that the peraona entitled to 
vote upon tbe bill shall be all those who, 
under tbe municipal act, have tbe right to 
vote en money by-lews. His object was, he 
aaid, to make the franchise uniform in all 
tho cities 

Hon. Mr Datie aaked if the hon. mem 
bcr seriously meant to diafranohlso all tho 
electors of Vancouver and Westminster. 

Mu Williams— That ia juat what wo 
wnnt. 

Hon. Mr Poolkv pointed out that aa the 
municipal act does not apply to Vancouver 
or WeEtminator, no parson thoro has any 
right to vote under it, and ho felt sure that 
the hon. member did not mean this 

Mr Kitchen said that was not bis inten- 
tion. Ho ineroly wanted to make the fran 
chiso unllorm. 

Hon. Mr Davik offered to draft an 
amendment; to that tffeot, as he agreed with 
the principle involved, Mr. Kitchen's woa 
accordingly withdrown. 

Mr WiLi.tA.MS offered an amendment re 
quiring a majority of all thoae entitled to 
vote to put tho act into eflecb, 

Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out the absurd- 
ity of tbia proposition, as this would bo 
tantamount to oonntlni; all absentees and 
all who did not vote aa againat the proposi- 
tion. 

The amendment was lost on division. 

Mk, Cotton still wanted information aa 
to the object of the bill, and be talked 
about the meetlDg on Wednesday night of 
the Premier's " enraged and Indignant fel- 
low-oltizena." (Laughter,) He understood 
thatthat meeting called upon the membsra 
from Vlotoria to oppoae tbe measure, and 
he held that the people of all the cities have 
now expreaaed themaelvea aa against It, 
He asked the merobera for Victoria city 
bow tkey can vote for the aeotlon ainoe their 
oonstitneDta have ao expreaaed themselvoa 
about it. He wanted to know how it was 
that tho membera qf the government and 
the repreanntativea of thia city as well, bad 
absented themaelvea from the meeting, and 
whether thoy had not the courage to go 
there. 

Hon. Mr Davie hoped ho could never be 
aojuaed of any such indignity to himself aa 
to bo govoruod by a reajlulion passed as it 
appeared those put to the meeting referred 
to had boon paaaed. On account of other 
eagagonmnta he had not gono lo that meet- 
log, which otherwise ho would have been 
glad to have attended. If for uo other pur- 
pose, out of curioaity to hear what thoso 
who got it up had to uay for ihemaolvfs —the 
motive, no doubt, which brought out many 
of thoso who did go to tho hall. Ho had, 
however, road tho report of tho procoedings 
in tbe njorning paper, and ho had been told 
that that waa a fair description of what 
wont on. Such being tho case he muat aay 
the proceedings wore not creditable to 
thoae who had the direction of them. 
Too reaolutlous lald to have boon passed 
wore aertainly not tboeo of the meeting, but 
cut and dried resolutiona got up beforehand 
by one or two men. Ho would bo ashamed 
of the people of this city if he thought that 
they would willingly or knowingly appear 
to pass auoh resolutiona aa that Tho meet- 
ing, he aaid, had boon callud oateuslbly to 
protest against tbe legislature taking away 
from the city tbe right of self- government, 
but aloioat in tho aame breath as it was 
made to aanotion a reaolntlon of th,\t nature, 
ho found it had actually been mado to paaa 
another calling upon tho Dominion govern- 
tuent to diafranchiso the wholo province ! 
Ho did not blamo tho people, who could not 
postibly have oonaidorod tho nature of the 
resolutions thrust upon them, but he did 
blamu tho loaders of that mooting, whoso 
tidiuuloua action is certainly a justification 
if any worn required, for asking tho logisla- 
turo to pats this bill. Uo folt confident, 
however, that they do not express tho de- 
liberate opinion of tho people who wore at 
1 10 meeting; and felt that ho should bo iu 
nn way guided by them, though ho would 
feel bound to pay attention to the voice of 
any oonaidorable body of people eerioualy 
expressed. It ia significant that tho vapor- 
Ings of thenn men who aoomed to think 
themaelvon fitted to lead tho people did not 
produce tho cxoltomout which might natur- 
ally have followed. Ho remembered the 
time, twenty-five years ago, whoo thoae 
present at a meeting bold at tho city ball 
thought tit to invade tho Houso of Assem- 
bly, wbioh however baa kept calmly on Its 
way to thia day. Though some newspaper 
writers have en thu ocoaaion been 
seeking, in leaded and double-leaded 
ortlolcr, to Inflame the public 
micd, they hAVe. been decidedly 
nnsuoceaafal, an evldenoe of which might be 
aeon at thia moment iu tbe galleriea of this 
leglalativo chamber, thoy being empty sivo 
for two or throe people, though ib was

known that this debate whs comin'g on. It 
it quite evident that the opposition news- 
paper men cannot Influence the afTaira of the 
public. Hjven the member from Vancouver 
(Mr. Cotton) could not maiio a aorioua effort 
on thia oocaBlon, for he observed tnat that 
gentleman could not look him atraight in 
tho face during hia remarks of a abort timo 
ago, lest he (Mr. Cotton) should be ooir- 
pelled to burat into laughtor. Whi'o 
there ia no doubt much to bo aaid cn 
both eidea, there aro far stronger argu« 
mfnta iti favor of tho meaaure than againtt 
it. Ho obaorvod that even the meeting last 
night did not attack tho voting proviBtons of 
the bill, ita protest being only against i\c- 
uordipg to tho people the right to declare 
themaulvea for or aguinat it. Ho would not 
bo surprised hioiself if the act were never 
put in operation, but it would certainly boa 
useful lever in the hands of tho people to 
apply in caao of neoesaity aa a remedy for 
niunicip'^1 mismanagement. He did not 
wiah to detract from tho capability of the 
aldermen of Victoria or Vancouver or any 
other place, but be did think, and hsd 
no hcaitation In aaying^. that they certainly 
have left undone much that ought to have 
been done In the interoat of thoao citiea. 
(Take ior inatanaa the sewera. One ayatem 
WM oommencod and abandoned, and then a 
sew city council came in wlio 0ODolud«d to 
..go on with it, but oommenoed the 
work at the worat possible sea- 
son. He did not blame the men, 
who qnite naturally were of difTerent 
minds, but be blamed the system whereby 
vatn with v«ryini( ideas are eonstantly com- 
■ine in, to the oonfnsion of everytbiog. Ho 
did not wish to speak further at preeont, 
but there are many other reasons whioh may 
be stated in stipport of tbe aiessure. 

Mr Ee^tnedy opposed tbe bill beoansa he 
considered that it withholds the franchise 
from many who should be allowed to vote. 
Be would have oonsidered last night's meet- 
ing, if held in Westminster, as a vordiot 
against the measure. 

Mr Rithet said, if for nothing else than 
to satisfy the anxiety of the third member 
for Vancouver, he would have much ploaauro 
in atatiog hia poaition upon this matter. Ho 
would take the opportunity now to say that 
the reaBon he waa absent from tho meeting 
was chit fly that he waa not invited. He 
oonsidered it waa due to him that ho should 
liavo been apfcially invited if tho promoters 
of the meeting wished him to bo there. Ho 
thought ihero was a certain amount of 
reapeot thio tu him aa a repreaentative of 
tho oity, iind also a certain amount of re- 
apect due from him to those who called the 
meeting, preventing him from obtrudiog 
himself where he had not been invited. 
(Hear, hear. ) For that reason chiefly ho 
did not feel called upon to go to the oity 
liall, more especially aa there was another 
important meeting whioh he ought to at- 
tend on the same evening. From all ho had 
heard he thought himself justified in com- 
ing to tbe conoluaion that tbe result of the 
gathering at the city hall waa not a fair ex- 
presalon of publio opinion, Ihoso who at- 
tended there hoard, it seems, only one aids, 
and the men who got up the meeting oame 
ready prepared with resolutions whioh 
were unhesitatingly passed by those 
who no donbt had been drammed 
up to attend. He was sorry to find that 
the statements upon which the resolutions 
depended were not aooordlng to faots. For 
'jnstanoe, one of the " whereases " reads 
thus : 

*' And whereas nnde/ tbe provisions of the 
said bill the citizens will be disfranchised 
and thus prevented from exercising a voice 
in the direotion of tbe affairs of the govern- 
ment of the oiby." 

Now, if those who drafted these resolu- 
tions desired to be aeoarate and fair, they 
would have said that only a portion — a 
small portion — of the citizena aro not to 
have a voice in the matter. Thia incident 
ehowed as he aaid that thoy did not wish to 
i)o fair, and it waa evident that thoy did not 
desire to have a diaousaion upon tho merits 
of the bill. There waa also in tho proceed- 
ings a noticeable abaonca of any request for 
aocion. Thoy simply reaolvod that thia 
" omphatio opinion" should bo placed 
in the hands of the city's repre- 
sentatives. If they had wished 
to pay to himself and their 
other repreaentatives in the legislature 
the respect that waa their due, these oitl- 
■zens would have asked them to represent 
them in the matter. Ho thouglin the man- 
ner in which the promoters had acted shows 
their belief that a fair discussion at the 
meeting would not have resulted in their 
vien'S being adopted. Ho would have been 
glad to go to tho meeting it invited, but he 
ttiought bo was perfectly juatltied in re- 
maining away under tho clrcumatancca. 
(Hoar, heir. ) The aot, ho would again re- 
mark, will be a purely optional matter, and 
in voting for its passage he felt th»t he 
would be taking no responsibility, except in 
tbe one respect of tfaoae who are to be al 
lowed to vote under it. Whether or not 
the aot is to be put into operation is to be 
left to those principally interested in 
securing good government in the olt> 
lies, and he thought it may very 
fairly be left to tbem. The 
rent payers are no doubt entitled to con- 
sideration, but he did not know but that 
they are just as well left out of the bill. It 
would no doubt' strike the bouso as strange 
tliat Victoria took no notion with retpfot to 
this bill until tho present. It waa intro- 
duciid on the iOch of December, and since 
then, havinR beon on tho opoC conlinuounly, 
lie had spoken to he might say hunriredH of 
citi/.ina on tho aubjict, yet he h.id beard 
notbine; udverao to cbo principle involved In 
it. Hiid the caao boon olhorwiso ho would 
have thought it hia duly to call a publio 
mectiog to aecuro a fall discuaaion. That 
was nt>L had at Lhc meeting last night, 
which he regarded oa ono of persons oppos- 
ed to the preaont governmuut rather than 
to thia bill. 

A VoicK— It waa called by tho Mayor. 

Mr. liiTiii'.T — No doubt ; but at whose 
instance ? Ho continued that another mat- 
ter worthy of remark ia that a few weeks 
ago the third member for the oity (Mr. 
Helmoken) aont a copy of the bill to the oily 
council and asked for inatruotions respect- 
ing It. In reply thuy did not paaa a atraight 
resolution, but simply laauched into a 'ong 
article exprosaiog a prefereoct for the Eiig 
lith syBtero, but favoring continuity of offise 
as preferable to tbe present ayatem of tbe 
government of cities. (Applause ) 

Mb Braobn, wishing to speak nex^ 
moved that the committee rise and report 
prosresa.

THE POPE AHD ITALY. 

His HoUness Desires to Have Good Belatlons 
Establlaiiea With the QalrlDai. 

London, Jan. 10. — The " Standard " 
hears from Its correspondent in Rome : The 
Pope recently, in conversing with several 
Italian nobles in the intransifjeanb party 
and others, said : " Nothing would be 
more oongollng to ua than to see peace ro- 
estibliahed between the Holy See and the 
governmont of Italy ond wo devot- 
edly hope that tho men who are 
at tho head of publio aflairs 
may be inspired to understand what good 
this peace would produce both for Church 
and State. Bub false and erroneous reasoas 
of state are likely to prevent a realization of 
our wiebos, since it ia uaelees to speak of 
conciliation if tho rights of tho Holy See are 
not acknowledged and the Pontiff is not 
placed in a position to enjoy full liberty 
and indepcndrnco, aa a bisis of any 
agreement. It is true, however, that 
there are men of Rood will in tho govern- 
ment and they have oiuaed to bo ox- 
prfEsedtous the desire of finding meana 
of living on terms of less hostility, although 
onr hostility oonslats only in reolainilog eur 
rights. 8a,.]i (innd intentious must be taken 
into acoount. We cannot, however, aban- 
don our mission. The ills to bo lamented 
would be p-Bitly limited if there wore more 
stability MiiODg the men in power. Under 
the preaent aspeot onr position beoonics 
more diifiontt and dangerons. Let ua 
hope that Providenoe will plaoa ua in 
the position which our paatornl ministry 
riqairea. The attentions with which guv- 
ernora and princes surround us are proof 
tliat all feel the necessity of oar absolute 
autonomy."

01 her schoola 07. Although tho truetcES 
had authority to levy a tuition fee on pupils 
attending tho High school, they had 
not seen their way to do ao without inflict- 
ing hardship and humiliation on poor but 
dtaerving parenla. Some relief micht be 
obtained if tho atandard of ontranco ox- 
aminatlons for tho High Rchool wore raised, 
so aa to require tho education in tho lower 
schools to bo Biilliolent for pupils intended 
for agricultural, morcantllo or mechanical 
purauirn. The report augpoata that arrango- 
mente be made with tho Ciunoll of Public 
laatruciion to urrango for the written ox- 
auiluations being hold during tho last few 
davs of the aohool term. 

While recognizing the importanoeof avoid- 
ing additional exponao, it ia felt that the 
appointment of an experienced teacher to 
BOt aa city inspector of aohoois is a pressing 
necessity. With 2,000 pupils and 17 
fesachers, all prastloally without oversight 
BO far as the trustees are concerned, it ia 
obvious that better results could bo ob- 
tained by u faithful report on the condition 
and progress of the pupils and the efficiency 
or otherwise of the teachers. The inspeo 
tor's duties might inelude the examination 
aad olassiSoation of pupils, the visitation of 
p tr> nts in case of abtoDoe and tardiness of 
pupils, etc. 

In regard to teaobers' salaries the report 
say,s that it had been suggested that as the 
rialaries had in the main been determined 
when the cost of living was high it ought 
BOt to ba regarded as a hardship if they 
were now adjusted to the decreased cost of 
living. Would a reasonable (say 10 por 
OJnt. ) reduction impair the general tfficiercy 
of the schoola, and would tho zeal of the 
baachers abate and their uaefulneaa bo ser- 
Iiualy affected by it 2 The board are in- 
ined to think the toaohers would 
oieerfuUy assent to the change 
so that the burden on the 
unfortunate taxpayer might be aa light aa 
poBSlble. It would bo well, continues tho 
report, if tho views of both teachers and 
taxpayers could be made known on this 
subject. 

The report contains oicoilent cuts of the 
Central aohool, Pomberton Gymnasiom, 
North Ward and South Park schools, with 
short desorlptionn. Particulars are set out 
of tho other soboola. 

The average attendance at the schools for 
tho past ten years ahowa that there has been 
a steady incroaao from 807.10 in 1885 6 to 
1,727 81 in 1804, an increase of 113 per 
cent, during tlio decade, and of 4^ percent, 
for the paai. six months. 

The total gross cost of the sohoole for 
maintenance during the year was $49,- 
;U8 62 

Tho rf port was adopted and the supply 
committee empowered to got 300 copies 
printed by tender. The secretary was 
authorized to publish the yearly financial 

statement. 

TRnsTEE LovELL reported that Mr. St. 
Clair was giving iostruoions in tho motions 
of swimming and t hit 85 per cent, of people 
so ta'ight could awlm when thoy went into 
the water, 

A vote of thanks to tho chairman waa paa- 
9od by tho board for his capable services 
throughout tho past year. Tho truBtoes 
particularly referred to tho harmony that 
had prevailed at the board since Mr. Hay- 
ward presided. 

Tho chair in returning thanks said that 
ulthough tho board had apont a oonaidor- 
uhl ) autn of money during tho year, duo re- 
gard had boon had to economy. 

The meeting adjourned.

Tho old 
rate had b.-un inforo) for twenty yoara and 
Goodall, I'crklnu tt Co. were reluctant to 
make tho reduction ; but it waa demanded 
by tho directors and stockholders of tho 
company in order to moot tho competition. 
The oaiturs acuopiod and it is not likely that 
any coinpliOAtiona will ariBO ua tho Union 
bus coaaud to havo much influonuu in decid- 
ing questions of wagoo on the Coaat. In 
former years Union sailors uaed to got pay 
for overtime, and in that way aailors' wagea 
on the Paoilio Cnaab lino have been often as 
high as $00 and S70 a month.
